Public Drinking Places Barred
Under California Initiative Act

SACRAMENTO. —Seekmg to protect prospectlve liquor
dealers from heavy financial losses, due to ‘misunderstand-
ing of the state’s new regulatory liquor act, the state board
of equalization, which is charged with the responsibility of
liquor regulation, today issued a warning that the initiative

act adopted by the people last No
vember absolutely prohibits sa-
loons, bars or other public drink-
ing places in California.

Fred Stewart, member of the
equalization board, issued the fol-
lowing statement:

“It has come to the '\ttemlon of
the Board that many individuals
and corporations are prepaving to
build and equip saloons and other
public drinking places,
under the misconception that such
places will be legalized with repeal
of the Eighteenth Amendment.

“To clear up confusion and avert
unnecessary financial losses on the
part of prospective liquor dealers,
the board calls attention to the
fact that with the repeal of federal
prohibition California’s ‘new state
liquor regulation act becdmes ef-
fective. This act, which the peo-
ple adopted on November 8, 1932,
by a vote of 1,308,428 to 780,522,
specifically prohibits ‘public sa-
loons, bars or drinking places
where intoxicating liquors are
kept, sold or consumed’ and the
board of equalization, in conform-
ity with the law, will take sum-
mary action against any liquor
dealer violating these or any other
provisions of the regulatory act.”

Stewart also warned prospective
dealers to beware of racketeers,
seeking to collect fees on the claim
that political influence will be
necessary to secure liquor licenses
under the act.

“Any responsible
corporation, of good moral charac-
ter, and willing to comply with the
exact provisions of the law as
well as the regulatory rules of the
board, is entitled to a license for
the off-sale of hard liquors,”
Stewart declared. “But hard liq-
uors cannot be sold for consump-
tion on the premises under any
circumstances. $

“An applicant for a license needs
no outside assistance to obtain
one and prospective applicants are
warned that persons representing
spch assistance or influence to be
necessary are racketeers  who
would prejudice their case rather
than help it.”

Outlining the law with regard to
the sale ol “light liquors,” Stewgrt
declared that assembly bill 1528,
enacted by the 1933 legislature, re-
quires that each person or corpor-
ation supplying wine or beer to
for consumption on the
premises must conduct a regularly
established  restaurant eating
place.

any other alcoholic beverages. This
applies to hotels, restaurants,
boarding houses and all other pub-
lic eating places.

“No limitation s placed on the
number of licenses which may be
fssued by the board for the off-
sale of hard liquor. Such liquors,
however, must be sold in original
packagbs from retafl stores and
cannot be consumed on the prem-
ises

“The board is empowered to es-
tablish such rules and regulations
as will preclude evasions of this
provision. It will refuse to grant
licenses in any case where the
arrangement of the bullding of the
applicant is such as to invite vio-
lations,

School Houses
to Be Reduced
to One Story

Earthquake Damaged Struc-
tures Will Be Remodeled
As Safety Measure

Reconstruction of earthquake-
damaged school buildings of more
than one story in this vicinity,
which is served by the I.os An-
geles city school district, will be
ordered on the plan of making

them all one-story structures,
was indicated today.

Second and third stories are ex-
pected to be removed in the in-
terests of safety, and the remain-
ing walls strengthened to conform
to new earthquake-proof building
codes. Then, space now provided
by upper stories would be pro-
vided by building wings to the
existing buildings.

This is the plan advocated by
Dr. Edward S. Hauck, chairman of
the schools and teachers committee
of the board of education.

“A maximum of safety, an ap-
preciably greater economy in con-
struction, more beauty and utility
and an easier and less expensive
means for school expansion by the
addition of extra wings and units
as needed, are provided by this
reconstruction program,” sald Dr.
Hauck,

“No one can question the greater
safety afforded students, partic-
ularly smaller tots, when they are
housed in a one-story building as
against housing on second and
third floors.

“In view of the fact that we now
have 392 schools in the district and
more than 1700 acres in grounds
surrounding these schools, it can
be seen that there is plenty of
ground available for this type of
school building,” Dr. Hauck con-
cluded.
